He was called to the bar 
of the Middle Temple in 1874, In 1908 
he was created Honorary LL.D. Bdin- 
burgh, He entered the India_ civil 
service in 1871, and in 1877 was ap- 
pointed assistant secretary to the 
chief commissioner of the central pro: 

He was appointed commis- 
sioner of Excise in 1881 and junior 
secretary to the chief commissioner, 
and director of agriculture in 1882, He 
was appointed secretary to the chief 
commissioner in 1890, and Division 
Commissioner in 1891. He was a mem- 
ber of the Hemp Commission 1893.4, 
and secretary to the government of 
India Home Department 1898-9. In 
1899 he was appointed chief commis. 
sioner of the Central provinces. He 
was president of the Indian Police 
Commission 1902-3 and closed his 
long and distinguished career. in the 
civil service by filling the position of 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal from 
1902 to 1908. 

Am Attempted Assaxsination. 


In November, 1908, the world was 
thrilled by the story of the attempted 
assassination of Sir Andrew Fraser 


by Bengali malcontents and his rescue 
who 


by the Maharajah of Burdwan 
risked his life to save Sir Andrew. 
The attempted assassination took 


place on November 7th. The Mahara- 
jah of Burdwan earned great distine- 
tion for his bravery. 

Sir Andrew was twice married, in 
1872 to Agnes, daughter of R. Arch'- 
bald of Devonwall, who died in 1877, 
and in 1883 to Henrietta, daughter of 
Colonel H, S. Lugard, 

The Beng Presidency. 

Bengal Presidency is the largest. 
most populous and most wealthy of 
the many districts of the British In- 
dian Empire. It was reconstituted in 
1905 and includes that part of the old 
province of Bengal Proper, which lies 
west of the Ganges. It occupies the 
valley of the Ganges east of Benares, 
and stretches from the Himalayas to 
the mouth of the Mahanadi river. New 
land is rapidly being formed, by the 
action of large rivers, along the north 
shore of the Bay of Bengal. This 
swampy, jungle tract filled with wild 
animals, is called the Sundarbans, and 
its area in 1900 was estimated at over 
5,300 square miles. 

The country is level, broken here 
and there by spurs from the mountain 
ranges, which hem it on the north and 


east, and richly watered. Agricultur- 
al products are numerous; tea, _ rice, 
indigom cinchona, poppy, wheat and 


other griins, anid off seeds are spett- 
ally important. The chief manufac- 
tures are jute and sflk. Coal mines 
at Rameganj, in the Burdwan, district 
are rapidly developing. A few years 
ago their annual output was over two 
million tons. 
Religion of the Bengalese. 

The Orissa, Midnapur, and Sion can- 
als not only irrigate over 1,100 square 
miles, but form important waterways. 
As the outlet: of extensive river high- 
ways, Bengal possesses two ports 
Calcutta and Orissa. 

The residence of the Lieutenant- 
Governor is at Barrackpur, about 15 
m'les north of Calcutta. About one- 
half of the population are Hindus, and 
worship under the various systems of 
that faith. The Mogul invasion re- 
sulted in the nominal conversion of @ 
considerablé percentage to the creed 
of Islam and a large proportion of the 
inhabitants are the rema‘ns of races 
which had settled in the country an- 
terior to the advent of Aryan con- 
querors. 

The area of Bengal is 110,054 square 
miles and the population 50,723,318.

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FINO SURVIVORS — 
OF ARCTIC TRAGEDY 


Descendants of John Franklin's Crew 
Discovered After Many Years of 
Anxious Search, 


Startling and in a sense astounding 
is the theory that a strange new race 
of white Esquimos discovered in the 


Aretic regions by two intrepid Har- 
Jara explorers, Vilnjmar Stletanssoa 
ou. Dr, ht. M,. Anderson, are sprung 


frou: the survivors of the most in- 
teresting expedition ever made into 
the kivsen North, 

The theory is that the newly found 
people are the descendants of the lorg 
lost crews of Sir Johu D’ranklia, who 
railed with him in the Erubus aad 
‘Verror on his Il-.ated expedition in 
search of the North Pole 

It was in the summer of 1845 that 
the two vessels, Mrebus and Terror, 
Franklin and 
Captain Crozier into the then litthe 
known Arctic seas, 

Successive relief expeditions were 
equipped to search for and to succor 
ihrem, but they failed to find any trace 
of the missing men and for sixy 
years it has been concluded that the 
Vessels were wrecked and the crewa 
perished in the frozen north, 

The solution now put forward by 
the two Harvard discoverers of the 
origin of the pecullar people in the 
far north involves the theory that the

The Harvard men who touched uy 
on this mystery are well known, 
Stefansson lett New York in charge 


of the American Museum's scientifir 
expedition in April, 1908, The priu- 
cipal purpose of the expedition was to 
study the different tribes of Eekimos 
in the Northwest, and more especia.iy 
an unknown tribe living in Victoria 
Land, 

Stefanason is an Towa man, now 33 
years of age, who became a student 
at Harvard in 1903 and after some 
work In theology specialized In auth»- 
polowy, or the science of man, namad 
by Max Muller as the crown of al? 
the natural sciences. His specia) 
field of work has been on several ex- 
peditiona of scientific exploration. 

He Is Scandinavian in origin ant 
speaks Icelandic and several other 
allied tongues. Of late years he haa 
accomplished much in Alaska and 
Northern Canada. 

Dr. Rudolph N. Anderson ts a Har- 
vard man, residing in Cambridge, 
when at home. One of his explo 
with Stefansson, the two being insep- 
arable companions, was “turning Kox- 
molik,” that is, adopting the life of 
the savage tribe they were to study, 
living as the tribe lived eating the 
same uncooked food and adhering "s 
Closely aa possible to the Kogmolik 
customs. 

A letter from Dr. Anderson som: 
time ago told of his dining off the 
three-year-old carcass of a bowhead 


whale, which he pronounce sd 
“slightly acid and a bit musty, but 
rtainly filling 


Dr. Anderson's trip has In) many 
ways surpassed any other expedition 
ever made into the north by white 
men, aver his friends, who say that 
the difficulties with which he had 
to contend exceeded those which con- 
fronted Commander Peary on his 
dash to the North Pole, 

Peary's dash, they point out, was a 
hurried trip across several hundre? 
miles of fee to the Pole and back 
with carefully constructed sleds that 
were drawn by the finest dogs to be 
found inside the Aretie Circle, and 
earried provisions a-plenty.

The probable solution of the mys- 
tery surrounding the Sir John Frank- 
lin expedition Is of the a - in- 
terest. The Erebus and the Terror, 
under Sir John Franklin and Captain 
Crozier, went into the Arctic seas in 
the summer of 1845 by way of Baffin 
Bay and Lancaster Sound, under in- 
structions to try to penetrate west- 
ward and southward in the direction 
of Behring Strait. As they were 
fully provisioned for three years no 
great anxiety was felt about them 
until 1848, 

Then the general feeling among all 
Classes, scientific, naval, and official, 
induced the government to send two 
other vessels, the Enterprise and the 
Ross and Ctptain Bird, to follow on 
Sir John Franklin's route. This expe- 
Investigator, under Captain Sir James 
dition was attended by singular m‘s- 
fortunes. 

Starting in June, 1848, they succeed- 
ed during that season only in pene- 
trating Lancaster Bound, and Barrow 
Straits as far as Port Leopold, Dur. 
ing the winter they explored the north 
part of Peel Sound and Prince Re- 
gent’s Inlet without finding any trace 
of the two missing ships. The nee 
year they were still more unlucky, 
ing trapped in the ice floes and B a 
ried by the drift into Baffin’ Bay, 
whereupon it was thought best to 
come home. 

They were then refitted with all 
haste and returned to the quest, in 
which they were joined in 1850 by the 
Resolute, the Assistance, the Intrepid, 
and the Pioneer (the last two screw 
steamers); in addition several other 
vessels were sent by private enter. 
prise. 

First should be mentioned the 
Prince Albert, sent by the talented and 
devoted Lady Franklin, whose name 
is almost as closely associated with 
the Arctic as that of her unfortunate 
husband. The British Admiralty fur- 
ther authorized the sending of two 
small vessels, the Lady Franklin and 
the Sophia. Sir John Rose, the old 
Arctic navigator, started with the Fe- 
lix and the Mary, 

Finally, Mr. Grinnell, an American, 
started off the Advance and the Res- 
cue. The H.M.8, Plover and the Her. 
ald also assisted and the Hudson Bay 
Company relinquished a portion of its 
profits toward dispatching special par- 
ties to the north coast of America, 

Thus in a single year fifteen manage 
jo'ned in the search, eleven on 
Baffin Bay side, and four on ae 
Behring Strait side, The sad feature

In addition to this, many of 
the witnesses who will be summoned 
to testify in the case are practically 
Without fuitds, and 't will be up to 
the defense to advance money with 
which these witnesses will be brought, 
in numerous instances, across the con- 
tinent. In addition, a number of well- 
known experts have been employed to 
work on the scientific phases of the 
case. These men, according to the de- 
fense, will seek to show that the des- 
truction of the Times building was 
due to an explosion of gases, and not 
of dynamite, 

“Not @ penny is being received for 
the defense of the McNamaras,” said 
Clarence Darrow, chief counsel for 
the defense today. “We have now less 
than $15,000,on hand, and this is rap- 
idly dwindling. There is absolutely no 
truth in the report that the defense 
has been provided with $500,000, 1 
only wish it were true. We need mo- 
ney and need it badly. If all of the 
money that has been pledged by 
friends and sympathizers of the Mec- 
Namaras throughout the country were 
paid in, we would have ample. funds.” 

May Ask Change of Venue, 

Lo& Angeles, Sept. 28. —“Wrought 
up over Judge Bordwell's decision that 
Attoreny John R. Harrington must go 
before the grand jury next Monday 
and answer questions bearing on the 
Times dynamit'ng case, Attorney Le- 
compte Davis of counsel for the de- 
fense, late yesterday stated that the 
defense might ask for a change ot 
venue.

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Boys of City Schools Walk Out--De- 
mand Abolition of Cahe and Seck 


London, Sept. 27——An amusing fea- 
ture of the strike mania, which has 
swept this country during fhe sum- 
mer, is the demand of the scnool boys 
in various cities, for the redress cf 
alieged grievances. This latest out- 
burst of the strike fever is due proo- 
ably to the fact that the schools were 
not in session when the general strikes 
were in full blast. Appropriately en- 
ough, the school boys of Liverpool, 
that hot-bed cé iudustrial disturbance, 
were the first to demand relief from 
their hard lot. 

School had recommenced while the 
temperature was still tropical, and 
this fact undoubtedly added to the cr- 
dinary aversion with which the heal- 
thy lad regards the reopening cé the 
school room, Parading the streets of 
Liverpooi, the striking scnvvl boys 
displayed banners inscribea: ‘““What 
our fathers have done, we can do 
also.” The strikers demanded, first cf 
all, the abolition of the can, thea 
shorter hours and less home work. In 
this strike, parents proved effective 
strikebreakers, and the leader of the 
strikers learned, tc his sorrow, that 
the cane had not been abolished, 

London Affected, 

This week the strike fever spread 
to London, and a number of the Lon- 
don couaty council schocls were in- 
volved. The strike was engineered 
from the Bath street school by a juve- 
nile “Tom Mann,”’ who led his strik- 
ing cohorts in an assault upon cther 
schools, in an effort to maxe the strike 
general. 

Inspired by the glorious ideas cé the 
abolition of the cane, and an addition- 
al half-holiday every week, the pro- 
cession started in the direction of the 
other schocls, to call out the “black 
legs." 

The strikers were armed with sticks, 
stones, iron bars and belts, and be- 
came so free in the use of these wea- 
pons, that a special detail of twelve 
policemen was summoned, 

Stopping before one schcol, the 
leader, a boy of 13, demanded of the 
caretaker that the boys of his school | 
be called out. A command of ‘he | 
caretaker te move on, accompanied 
by an energetic kick, discouraged 'he 
strikers, and they made no further at- 
tempt on that particular school, 

Seven Schools Out, 

In Manchester, school boys paraded 
the streets, demanding shorter hours, ; 
the abolition of the cane, and pay- 
ment of monitors, Profiting by the 
example of their elders, the boys held 
a general meeting, presided over by 

4a boy of twelve years. Plans for or- 
ganization were formulated and = s0 
successful was the movement thus 
inaugurated, that at one time seven 
schools were out on strike.

The day after the disturbances in 
London, the strike leaders, orators and 
pickets suffered the indignity of being 
led back to school by their methers, 
and as it was reported that “tannings”’ 
had been administered generally by 
fathers, the school authorities in- 
flicted no further punishment.
